OLEAR UP DOUBTS

Following a misunderstanding on 
the part of some members of the 
legislature when Premier J, E. 
Brown!ce moved his resolution thai 
conservation should be continued 
in the Turner Valley, a resolution 
moved on Tuesday night, the mo- 
tion, with the unanimous consent 
of the house, was replaced on the 
Order Paper on Thursday and with 
an amendment moved by the Pre- 
mier, was again unanimjously pass-

The Premier's motion further 
provided that the assembly be of 
the opinion: 


“1 That subject to the said re- 
guiations or amendments thereto 
the gas production of each well in 
the said field be restricted to as 
nearly as possible 40 per cent of 
the onen flow of said well, and 
that the permissible gas volume

2—That all gas producing wells 
should be equipped with meters for 
the measurement of gas production 
and 

3—That the regulations restricting 
or prohibiting the drilling into the

The motion had been recommit- 
ted in order to permit the addition 
to clause I above of the words “And 
that the permissible gas volume 
from all naphtha producing wells 
situated in this area shall as far as 
possible be maintained within an 
aggregate of 240,000,000 cubic feet 
of gas a day.”
